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LATEST REPORTS ON 
G.T. P. CONSTRUC- 
TION WORK 


A report originating in Cal- 
gary states that at the present 
rate of progress in track-laying, 
the tine of the Tofield-Calgary 
branch of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific should be in Calgary in 
thirty days. The steel gang 
has now passed Irricana, which 
is thirty-four miles from Cal- 
gary, and asthey are laying a 
mile and a halfa day the road 
should reach Calgary in about 
a month, provided weather con- 
ditions are favorable. 

According to H, F. Tilley, 
travelling passenger agent, the 
G.T.P. expect to have athrough 
passenger service on the Tofield 
Calgary branch by the lst of 
June. 

The final chapter in the con- 
struction of the main line ofthe 
G.T.P. and National Transconti- 
nental was opened in Winnipeg 
on Feb. 4th, when Foley, Welsh 
and Stewart sub-let the final 
140 miles of construction on the 
west end of the line. This sec- 
tion lies between Fort George 
and the Fraser Lake, and the 
contractors who received com- 
misson to do the work are Carl- 


tors to withdraw the letting 
of these contracts tillspring, but 
owing to the extreme anxiety 
of the G.T.P, company to com- 
plete the line through to the 
coast before the snow flies, the 
contracts were all let. 

On the west end bridges 
across the Porphy and Boulder 
rivers, the largest on the G.T.P. 
in B. C., with the exception of 
that across the Skeena, have 
been completed. Steel gangs 
have been pushed over these 
bridges and they will continue 
their course until they reach 
Telequa. 

At the present moment less 
than 400 miles of gap separate 
two ends of steel and a little 
difficulty is aniteipated in fin-. 
ishing this year and in running 
trains through to Prince Rupert 
from Winnipeg, 

The winter in B. C, has been 
exceptionally mild, contractors 
have made great progress in 
their work. The only draw- 
back is the fact that the Fraser 
river, usually frozen so that a 
tote road can be built down it, 
has been open all winter. This 
has complicated the difficulty 
of getting supplies into the 
camps.

ESTIMATES FOR 1913- 
14 TABLED AT 


Ottawa, Feb. 4.—The maines- 
timates for the year 1913-14 
were laid on table at theopening 
of the house by Hon. W. T. 
White to-day. The total under 
consolidated fund is $125,850,- 
338.28 and under capital expen- 
diture is $53,301,845, making a 
total of $179,152,183 as comp- 
ared with a total vote of $169,- 
226,467 in 1912-13. 

The increase is nearly ten 
million. The vote for the 
naval proposals of the Borden 
government is not included and 
will be brought down in supple- 
mentary estimates after the 
naval billhas been passed. The 
main estimates include over a 
million and half more than last 
year for militia and defence : 
$1,346,000 more for public works, 
three millions increase for rail- 
ways and canals and $727,000 
subsidies to the provinces.

Th: Most Remarkable Game of Its 
Kind In All History. 
Devotess of the ancient game of 
chess will be interested in the tullew- 
ite acco. t of u game pared by 
harles XII. of Sweden with his lieu- 
tenant, Grothusen, while encamped at 
Bender in 1713. According to the late 
Willard Fiske in “Chess Tales,” the 
Swedish monarch had exhausted the 
patience of his Moslem enemy, whose 


army had una sharp fusillade oo 
the dquarters of the exile king. 
Charles and Grothusen were ~'ay- 


ing chess one afternoon in the latter 
t of January, 1713. T!.e morning 
ad been spent in riding about the 
defences round which thirty thousand 
Turks and Tartars lay encamped. Al- 
though the violent assaults ‘that took 
place a vet wf afterwards had not 
yet comme the Moslem army 
warned the besieged monarch of what 
he might expect by sending an occa- 
sional ball whistling over the house in 
which the headquarters were estab- 
lished. 

The game was far advanced, and 
Charles, who played the white, had a 
decided advantage. With the admir. 
able calminess that he knows so well 
how to assume in the presence of 
danger, he gazed for a long time at 
the position, and at last announced 
mate in three moves,

his lips when a bullet, shattering one 
of the windowpanes, ended its flight 
by removing from the board and

SAVED BY STRIKING MATCH 


Thrilling Rescue of Aeronauts From 
Sinking Balloon In English 
Channel 


To be blown out to sea and nearly 
drowned in a sinking balloon In mid- 
channel, and then to be rescued just 
in time by lighting a match, of which 
ho possessed but three—as a distress 
signal—such 's the thrilling exper 
ience that has befallen two aeronauts, 
Arthur Turner and Mr. Nolan of the 
Royal Aero Club. 

The two men met with thelr peril 
ous adventure while flying in their 

| balloon, the Meteor, from London to 
Eastbourne, whence they hoped to fly 
across the channel, 

They set out from Battersea about 
noon under favorable conditions tn- 
tending to come down on the East- 
bourne sands. The balloon rose to 
a height of 3000 feet. 

Travelling swiftly with the wind, 
they descended near Buxted, and were 
told that they were thirty miles from 
the coast. The wind had then drop- 
ped and as they wished to proceed

' There are a number of problems be- 
fore the counterfelter,” said my friend 
Roberts, the detective, “but the most 
fmportant of all is distributing the bills 
after they are made, There's more 
foom for ingenuity in this part of the 
work than any other, and more coun- 
terfelters are tracked from thid clew 
than any other. All sorts of devices 
are resorted to to get the stuff fn cir- 
culation. Persons are roped in by be- 
fng offered an enormous price for some- 
thing they own, and when they get 
their pay find that the money they 
have received ts counterfelt. In such 
eases the transaction {ts usually large, 
and when it is completed the rascals 
disappear without leaving any trace,

“The clerk had received through a 
customer, who was beyond suspicion,

Timely Hints on Care of Baby. 

What mother does not long to give 
her baby all the advantages possible 
for normal development? Yet there 
are many, having had no special train- 
ing for motherhood, who neglect meth- 
ods best adapted for a child's welfare. 

Take the question of pure air ‘for 
babies. Many a mother thoughtlessly 
allows her baby to stay in a heated 
room in which there are several oc- 
cupants. With so many people breath- 
ing this same atmosphere {it soon -has 
Its oxygen exhausted, and it is not an 
uncommon thing to see the baby yawn 
and become fretful. Those who un- 
derstand this cause elther immediate- 
ly change the air in the same room 
or take the Little one Into another room 
that has been specially aired, that he 
may regain his composure. [or this 
same reason it is imperative for grown- 
ups to avoid keeping the baby in reome 
where household duties are being per- 
formed, as the odors from cooking, the 
dust from sweeping and the steam 
from washing all rob the air of the 
freshness so beneficial to the health 
of an infant. Busy mothers especially 
should see the advantage of training 
a baby to stay in one place, and that 


| place should be made clean and well 


ventilated. Frequent trips to this 


| room can be made between tasks, toe 
| change positions and to look after hic 


comfort. 

Even in cold weather indoor alringe 
of fifteen minute periods should be 
given to babies. They should be com- 
menced when the little one is a month 
old, and an excellent way to keep him 
warm {fs to put him into his coat, 
leggings and bonnet and then tuck 
him into his crib or carriage beneath 
some warm, light welght covering and 
place him face forward toward th7 
widely opened windows. Care should 
be taken to see that all doors fn this 
room are kept closed fo prevent 
drafts. 

It is not uniyersally recognized that 
the constant supply of pure air for the 
tiny lungs of the baby ts fully as |m- 
portant as his food. Fresh, pure alr te 
required to renew and purify his blood, 
and the beneficial effects produced by, 
it are good temper, red cheeks and am 
improved appetite. 

Just when it Is safe to begin taking 
a baby out of doors in winter is ® 
question often asked by the young 
mother. It is wiser to walt until he 
Is three months old and then only on 
pleasant days, He should be tucked 
snugly into bis carriage and kept I 
the sunshine, out of the wind, with 
the precaution always of shading bis 
eyes from the sunlight. Days when 
It is very cold or when the winds are 
heavy should be avoided, and a nap 
in an open alr sleeping room substli- 
tuted. When babies are out of doors 
they should be constantly watched to 
see that they are not suffering from 
cold, as it {s important that a baby’s 
bodily heat should be maintained. It 
is well for mothers to remember that 
many of the diseases of infant life are 
directly attributable to overheated and 
vitiated alr, so that riding in electric 
or steam cars in winter or the carry- 
ing of children into department stores 
is done with attendant risks.

Of 
course they cannot stay the passage 
of years, but they can keep young in 
thought by making themselves a com- 
panion to their children, joining io 
their play as well as the more serious 
phases of their lives. 

Mothers must take care not to let 
themselyes rust mentally. The grow- 
ing girl and boy who can have mother 
help them out of a tight place in their 
lessons or can go to her for a clear an- 
swer to a perplexing question rarely 
get that disagreeable know it all air 
£0 common to young America. 

Never try to force your children’s 
confidence. If you have tried to be 
the chum of your child from the start 
the confidence will be given unsolicit- 
ed. Confidences that are asked or de- 
manded are always given grudgingly 
and with a sense of resentment when 
they are not refused altogether. Chil- 
dren never confide willingly in an un- 
sympathetic mother, The moment a 
child realizes be will be criticised or 
scolded for the little mistakes he makes 
he will hide everything possible from 
the mother, but if be is sure of her 
ready sympathy the confidence will be 
given unasked. 

Avold allowing a child to see that 
you are disappointed in him. ‘There is 
no surer road to self consciousness and 
the don’t care attitude than if the boy 
and girl feel that mother thinks them 
a failure, 

On the other hand, don't think your 
children are prodigies. Children usu: 
ally know they are not the human 
wonders their fond mothers believe 
them to be, and when they are con- 
stantly exploited they are bound to be 
conscious of embarrassment and belng 
under a strain show up fo bad advan- 
tage.
